Newlon, extension poul- 
tryman from the California col- 
lege of agriqulture will speak, on 
“The 1952 Turkey Outlook for 
California;’” Dr. R. A. Mueller, 
executive secretary of the Cali- 
fornia Turkey federation, will dis- 
cuss ‘‘The Needs for a Marketing 
Order” and a representative from 
the state department of agricul- 
ture will talk on provisions of the 
proposed order. 


R. R. Killian, Springville tur- 
key grower and a member of the 
executive committee of the Cali- 
fornia Farm Bureau Federation 
poultry department, will preside; 
S. E. Goodall, commodity service 
director of the California Farm 
Bureau Federation will introduce 
the speakers. 


Farm Advisor W. F. Rooney 
states that growers have received 
assent forms on the proposed order 
and if in favor of the order should 
return the forms by March 31, 
1952. 

Before the order.is adopted it 
will require the approval of 65 per 
cent of the producers growing 51 
per cent of the turkeys marketed, 
or 51 per cent of the producers 
growing 65 per cent of the tur- 
keys marketed. 

If approved, the program will 
be administered by an advisory 
board of nine turkey producers 
and financed by an assessment not 
in excess of one cent on turkeys 
over 20 weeks of age, and not in 
excess of a half cent on turkeys 
under that age. 

California is foremost in the 
production of turkeys in the Unit- 
4\ed States, growing over eight mil- 
lion turkeys in 1951. From 30 
to 40 per cent of the production is 
exported from the state, .the only 
meat product California produces 
in export volume.

Mr. Brown mentioned some of 
the ditches that still operate with

less desert. The one bright spot 
was the delta of the River Francis 
(as he called the Kaweah) where, 
he noted the finest forest of oak 
trees that he had ever seen. 

Mr. Holley reported that the 
first ditch on the Kaweah was one 
dug in 1854 from Mill Creek on 
the east side of Visalia to a flour 
mill. Above the mill, water was 
taken out in the Watson ditch 
which ran west along Acequia 
Street (which gets its name from 
the ditch) and turned south on 
what is now Watson Avenue to 
irrigate the Watson farm. The 
old brick house on Mineral King 
avenue, now used by the Visalia 
clinic is the old Watson home. 
The Jennings and Evans ditches 
originally started about the same 

place but in 1862 the St. Johns 
River channel was formed by the 
great flood of that year and some 
time after the Jennings ditch got 
its water from that stream. 

McKay’s point has been a con- 
trolled diversion point since about 
1870 when a brush and rock dam 
was constructed at that point, by 
the canal companies. A concrete 
dam was built in 1908, which was 
replaced*in 1937 after being dam- 
aged by floodwaters. The origin 
of other ditches was discussed and 
Mr. Holley illustrated the value 
of ditch stock by saying that 
when he first worked for the 
People’s ditch 25 years ago that 
a share of stock which is suffi- 
cient to irrigate a section of land 
was worth $5,000.00. Now a share 
is worth hier 000.00.

Justice Court 
Judge Examination 
Information Is Given 


The Court Reorganization act 
of 1949 requires every candidate 
for the office of judge of a Justice 
court to pass a qualifying examin- 
ation before the election unless 
he is an attorney admitted to 
practice in California or the judge 
of an existing court. All other 
persons who intend to seek elec- 
tion to the office at the 1952 elec- 
tion, or who desire to fill a va- 
cancy in such office if any should 
arise must take the examination. 

Candidates desiring to take the 
examination must file applications 
with the county clerk by February 
6, 1952. The standard applica- 
tion form which must be used can 
be procured from the County 
Clerk. The examination will be 
given on Saturday, February 16, 
1952, in the courtroom of depart- 
ment 3 of the Superior court at 
the courthouse in Visalia. 

The examination will be super- 
vised by a local committee com- 
posed of Frederick E. Stone, pre- 
siding judge of the Superior court 
in Tulare county, Claud Grant, 
county clerk, and Gareth W. 
Houk, president of the Tulare 
County Bar association. 

Although no copies of the ex- 
amination will be distributed to 
the committee by the California 
Judicial council until the date of 
the examination, the counties 
have been informed that it will be 
written and consist of true-false 
and multiple choice type of ques- 
tions. It will cover the jurisdic- 
tion, practice and procedure of 
Justice courts and the duties and 
responsibilities of the judges 
thereof. The examination papers

Sulfuric Acid . 
Gives Good Results 
On Alkali Soils 


Sulfuric acid shows fast, long 
lasting results in reclaiming soil 
originally too high in alkali for 
plant growth. Roy Overstreet, 
professor of soil chemistry, Uni- 
versity of California college of 
agriculture, reports soils are still 
highly productive three years af- 
ter treatment. 

In terms of cost, sulfuric acid is 
more expensive than other recla- 
mation chemicals commonly used; 
However, from its speed and ef- 
fectiveness, sulfuric acid seems 
economically profitable. Soils 
planted shortly after sulfuric acid 
treatment produced good yields 
the first season. 


Canning Tomato 
Records Are Set 


Three production records were 
broken by canning tomato grow- 
ers in California during 1951, ac- 
cording to a report from Farm 
Advisor Vince Schweers. 

Tomatoes now lead in dollar 
volume of state vegetables, with 
a value of $100,000,000 of which 
$70,000,000 came from canning 
tomatoes. A yield of 15.3 tons 
per acre was the highest average 
ever recorded in the state and the 
state had its highest tomato 


acreage on record.

If a field has had a history of 
frequent cut worm destruction to- 


cotton seedlings, a thorough work- 
ing of the soil is very important. 
The equipment working the soil 
not only helps in destroying the 
overwintering forms of cut worms, 
but exposes them to birds and 
other natural enemies. 

If the soil can be kept free of 
green growth of all kinds for at 
least three weeks before cotton 
planting, it will help to minimize 
cut worm damage. Weedy spots 
from previous cotton or other 


4crops should also be prevented 


from growing when possible before 
planting.

TREATMENT FOR ZINC DEFICIENCY 
IN VINES DISCUSSED BY FARM ADVISOR

All spur-pruned vines affected 
with little lead, a zine deficiency, 
can be treated during the dor- 
mant season immediately follow- 
ing pruning. In some __ places, 
soil application of zinc sulfate are 
also effective. 

Vineyards growing on sandy 
soils are the most apt-to show 
signs of little leaf. With this 
deficiency of zinc, the leaves tend 
to be small, especially toward the 
shoot-tips, and numerous lateral

The crop on vines that show 
only slight symptoms is reduced, 
the clusters being straggly and 
setting numerous shot berries, or 
in serious cases, practically no 
fruit is set or once set it is shelled 
off. 

All spur-pruned vines can be 
effectively treated by swabbing 
the ends of the cuts immediately 
following pruning with a solu- 
tion of 144 pounds of zinc sulfate 
per gallon of water. Treatment 
Learly in the winter is most effec- 
| tive. 

With cane-pruned vines this 
treatment is not adequate. In 
some cases on sandy soil, % pound 
of zine sulfate, applied in a deep 
furrow on each side of the vine 
has given good results. Since 
such treatment is expensive, soil 
applications of zine sulfate should 
be tried on a few vines first to 
see whether or not it will be ef- 
fective. Foliage sprays during the 
spring are not considered to be 
effective enough to warrant the 
expense.

Use of the California-grown 
grains, especially when purchased 
at harvest time, is usually one 
way to reduce poultry costs. Bar- 
ley is the most common feed grain 
in this state and is an excellent 
poultry feed. Good quality milo 
has about 92 percent of the feed- 
ing value of yellow corn and at 
present is quite favorble in price 
compared with wheat and corn. 

Wheat rates above barley and 
oats in feeding value but is usu- 
ally expensive. 

Oats are a good poultry feed, 
but even heavy oats rate. below 
corn, milo, wheat, and barley in 
feeding value. 

Rice is low in protein but high 
in energy value. Mixtures of 
cracked rice and ‘watergrass seed, 
frequently available at harvest 
time, are palatable and excellent 
poultry feeds.
